Milford: 
I herewith submit my third annual report of the progress, 
conditions and needs of the schools of Milford. 
Schools opened on September 8, with the following 
teachers: 


MAIN STREET SCHOOL

Ruth Cunningham, Grade 1 
Audrey Davis, Sub-Primary 
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There were two vacancies in the teaching staff at the end 
of the school year last June due to the resignations of Mrs. 
Whitney, who went to Bath, and Mrs. Moores, who ac- 
cepted a position in Orono. 

The schools are fairly well equipped with modern. text- 
books, but there is a definite lack of teaching aids such as 
globes, maps, charts, etc. Many of the most reliable com- 
panies have been reluctant to produce some of those things 
for the past few years for obvious reasons. Now, however, 
some fine material is being released, and it is hoped that 
we may begin to furnish the teachers with some of these 
things that have been so much needed in order to increase 
the educational offerings to your children. 


FINANCE | 

An examination of the financial statement shows a bal- 
ance in the common schools account of $5,094.59. This 
balance is higher than anticipated due to the fact that there 
was more state money available and our allotment was con- 
siderably increased over what it was a year ago. 

In the secondary tuition account, the balance includes 
tuition which was planned for eleven high school students 
who did not attend, and an amount intended to cover an 
increase in tuition at John Bapst. The tuition at John Bapst 
is only $50.00 per year, and when other secondary schools 
increased tuition to $150.00 per vear, it was expected that 
John Bapst would increase. When there was no increase, 
we saved $1,000.00. 

For the past few years, we have carried heavy balances 
in order to keep our school tax rate above the average of 
the state so that Milford might qualify for equalization. 
Your committee plans to continue that policy, but a de- 
crease in the recommended appropriations for next year 
anticipates consuming a large part of the present balances. 
However, Milford should still qualify for equalization. 

In an analysis of the teachers’ salaries, it should be re- 
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membered that $100.00 of each salary shown was paid for 
the year 1947-48, when $100.00 of teachers’ salary was 
paid in the form of a bonus to all teachers who remained 
in the service of the town for the whole year. The average 
pay for the Milford teacher is $1,772.22 per year. Of that 
amount, the state paid last year $842.32. Obviously, the 
town paid only $926.90 per year per teacher. On a 40 week 
basis, that amounts to only $23.17 per week per teacher 
paid from the tax money of the town of Milford. Figured 
on a 52 week basis, that is only $17.82 per week. 


LEGISLATION 

Possibly, one of the most important bills dealing with 
education which has ever been proposed, is “An Act to Pro- 
vide Financial Assistance to Cities and Towns in the Con- 
struction of School Buildings.” 

That bill is important from at least two points of view. 
In the first place, one has only to look at the conditions un- 
der which our school children are housed, not only in the 
rural areas but in the urban areas as well, to see the crying 
need for new buildings. In the second place, the way in 
which the bill to provide “Federal Aid for Education” is 
stated provides that the money shall be used by the states 
for educational purposes in the same manner in which state 
funds are used. Therefore, if the bill to provide state aid 
for school buildings does not pass, the federal funds will 
not be available for that purpose. 

It is interesting to note the way in which Milford would 
be affected by the passage of the pending bill. 

The formula by which the town’s subsidy would be 
figured is as follows: 

Cost x Equalized Valuation Per Pupil (State) 
4 Equalized Valuation Per Pupil (Town) 

Suppose that we want to build a new building that would 

cost $100,000.00. The formula would become 
$100,000 x $4,381 or 
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4 $2,587 
$25,000 x 1.7 = $42,500 

From this computation, it can be seen that if the pending 
bill passes, the state would furnish $42,500 of a $100,000 
building, leaving $57,500 for the town to pay. 

Since Milford will be faced with the absolute necessity 
of building a new school building, sometime in the not too 
distant future, it might be good business to start planning 
now. With the new tax money which must come to the 
town from the new Bangor Hydro-Electric plant serving to 
relieve the tax burden on the property owners, it is strong- 
ly recommended by your school committee that a sum of 
money be set aside each year in anticipation of that in- 
evitable building program. 

Milford’s need for a new building is obvious. Aside ~ 
from the fact that there is not a single classroom in town 
which meets the state regulations, the problem of con- 
gestion is growing from year to year as a comparison of the 
enrollment figures this year with the figures of four years 
ago, will show.

CASH 


A comparison of cash receipts and bank deposits indi- 
cated that all recorded cash receipts had been deposited in 
the bank promptly. 

The cash balance of $15,140.89, as reflected by the 
records of the Treasurer at February 28, 1949, was verified 
by reconciliation of statements furnished by the depository 
bank. ! 

Disbursements were made by check from warrants au- 
thorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

This account represents the amount due from the State 

of Maine for state poor accounts. 
TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1948 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the records of the Assessors. The records of the col- 
Jections were examined and the payments to the Treasurer 
verified. The abatements had been authorized by a ma- 
jority of the Board of Assessors. 

Of the current tax commitment, 98.8% was collected in 
cash, abated or transferred to tax liens. 

All prior years’ unpaid personal and poll taxes were col- 
lected in cash or abated. 


TAX LIENS 


Cash collections on account of tax liens were traced to 
the credit of the individual accounts. All unredeemed tax 
liens were examined. 
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TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 
During the year under review cash sales of tax acquired 
property amounted to $520.00. The balance of this account 
at the year end was $1,784.32. 


SINKING FUND 


The U. S. Government Series G Bonds representing the 
investment of the sinking fund were examined at the de- 
pository. Interest received on these investments was 
credited to the general interest account. The maturing 
bonds were paid from unappropriated funds as authorized 
by vote at the town meeting, thus causing no reduction in 
the sinking fund. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
This account represents the amount of a school depart- 
ment pay roll issued after the books closed which repre- 
sented charges applicable to the 1948 municipal vear. 


BONDS PAYABLE 
The records indicate that all matured bonds and interest 
coupons have been paid. The bonded indebtedness was re- 
duced to $14,000.00 by the payment of $2,000.00 for bonds 
maturing during the 1948 municipal yeavr. 
NOTES PAYABLE 
The 2% school bus notes maturing during the current 
year were paid. The balance of $3,376.66 is payable in 
equal installments over a period of four years. 
SURPLUS 
At the year end, the Town has an unappropriated sur- 
plus of $3,718.53 which represents an increase of $2,519.67 
over the amount shown at the close of the previous year. 
A complete analysis of the change in this account is 
shown on Exhibit E. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The savings books representing the investment of the 


Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds were examined and listed. 
The interest earned had not been withdrawn. 

Interest on the Ministerial and School Fund was appro- 
priated and credited to the Common School Account. 


GENERAL 


The excise tax collections deposited with the Treasurer 
were verified by examination of the copies of the receipts 
which are retained by the Collector. 

A test check was made of the pay rolls, invoices and can- 
celled checks. All so examined appeared to be reasonable 
and proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Corporate surety bonds in the amount of $5,000.00 were 
furnished by the Tax Collector and. Town Treasurer. 

In accordance with a vote at the annual town meeting, 
the overlay and part of the excise tax receipts were credited 
to the Tarring Account.

Schools opened on September 14, 1949 after a postpone- 
ment of a week and two days because of a number of cases 
of polio in this area. Two days have been made up and the 
remaining week will be made up at the end of the school 
year in June.

The only vacancy in the teaching staff was in the position 
resigned by Mrs. Eleanor Miniutti in the Mayhew School. 
The position was filled by Mrs. Elva Emmett of Old Town, 
a certified teacher with several years of successful ex- 
perience. Mrs. Emmett is a willing worker very much in- 
terested in her work. The progress of the children under 
her capable leadership and direction has been highly satis- 
factory. 


FINANCE 


The financial statement shows much more favorable 
balances than was expected. There are several reasons for 
this, and the chief one is the fact that the special session 
of the legislature restored the cuts in state subsidies which 
were made necessary because the regular session of the 
legislature failed to provide sufficient funds to make pos- 
sible the state subsidies which are required by law. In the 
second place, we were unable to obtain coal, and the $400 
to $500 which is usually spent for coal about the beginning 
of the year is still unexpended. We were able to purchase 
one load of coal, just enough to tide us over until a new 
supply reaches New England. In the secondary tuition ac- 
count, about three fourths of the balance will be consumed 
by the payment of tuition for the winter term at Old Town 
High School. Ordinarily, the payment is made some weeks 
before the books are closed; but this year, the school sur- 
vey which has been made in Old Town recently made the 
tuition bills several weeks late. When we make our pay- 
ment to Old Town for the amount due for the winter term _ 
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and the payment to John Bapst for the first semester, the 
balance in the tuition account will nearly disappear. 


MAINTENANCE 


The two major projects for the past year were the erec- 
tion of a new fence on one side of the school yard at the 
Main Street School and surfacing the areas adjacent to 
both buildings with tar. Next year, we plan to erect fence 
on the other side of the Main Street lot and put the second 
coat of tar on the grounds at each of the schools. We also 
hope to be able to paint at least a part of the Mayhew 
building. That building has been very badly in need of 
paint for some time, but it was the feeling of your school 
officials that there were so many other things which had to 
be done that the painting had better wait until materials 
were better and labor at a more reasonable rate became 
_ available. 


Representatives of the Milford Community Club were 
present at the last meeting of the superintending school 
committee when the budget for next year was drawn up, 
and they demonstrated a keen interest in our discussions 
and deliberations. When we were trying to find a way to 
make it possible to lay a wood floor in the room in the base- 
ment of the Mayhew School which is used to house the sub- 
primary pupils, the members of the Community Club of- 
fered to furnish the labor for the project. As a result, the 
floor has been laid at an expense to the town of about half 
the normal cost, and the room has been made far more com- 
fortable and healthful for the children. We deeply appre- 
ciate the interest which prompted the generous offer of 
services on the pait of those who participated in that pro- 
ject.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF MILFORD 


March 1, 1949 to February 28, 1950 

An examination has been completed of the books and 
records of the Town of Milford for the year ended February 
28, 1950. It is believed that the comparative balance sheet 
together with the related financial statements which have 
been made a part of this report fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 28, 1950 and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


All receipts issued for monies received by the Treasurer 
were checked in detail to the cash book and to the appro- 
priate accounts in the Selectmen’s ledger. A summary of 
receipts: by months was compiled and compared with the 
total monthly deposits as shown by the bank statements. 
This analysis indicated that all cash, recorded as received, 
had been promptly deposited in the bank. 


The tax commitment book was added and found to be in 
agreement with the records of the Assessors and the tax 
list as committed for collection, except for a gain of five 
cents in the tax list. 


Cash collections on account of taxes were traced to de- 
posit with the Treasurer. 


Payrolls, invoices, and cancelled checks supporting ex- 
penditures for the month of October, 1949, were examined 
in detail. Departmental operations for the remaining 
months were tested to the extent deemed appropriate. 


Insurance policies in force were examined and listed, the 
detail being made a part of this report. 


All journal entries were examined and the postings of 
the same were traced to the accounts involved.

ASSETS 


The cash balance of $17,032.45, as shown by the records 
of the Treasurer at February 28, 1949, was reconciled with 
the statement of the depository bank. 

The accounts receivable amounted to $178.99, of which 
$36.75 was due from the state and $142.24 was due from 
other towns for the care of poor. 


The 1949 tax commitment of $56,240.64 together with 
supplemental taxes, overpayments, and adjustments made 
a total charge to the Collector of $56,422.29. Of this amount, 
$55,260.91 was collected in cash, $115.65 abated, 
$914.69 transferred to tax liens, and $131.04 was outstand- 
ing at the year end. It was ascertained that the Collector 
overdeposited $62.50 due to a duplicate entry on the cash 
sheets. | 


All prior years’ outstanding personal and poll taxes were 
collected or abated. 


Tax lens totaling $914.69 were placed on properties to 
Secure unpaid 1949 real estate taxes. Liens totaling 
$1,824.69 remained unredeemed at the close of the fiscal 
year. All liens on file and copies of lens being recorded 
were examined. 


During the year under review, cash sales of tax acquired 
property amounted to $25.00. This sale together with ad- 
justment for the loss on the sale left $1,743.62 as the 
balance of this account. 


The sinking fund investments were examined at the de- 
pository. Bonds maturing during the year were paid from 
unappropriated funds as authorized by vote of the annual 
Town Meeting, thus causing no reduction in the sinking 
fund. This fund was originally established in 1943 for the 
retirement of the bond issue.

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LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable in the amount of $19.80 are listed on 
Schedule A-6. 


Notes maturing during the 1949 year were paid, $500.00 
from an appropriation balance and $344.12 from unappro- 
priated funds. 


The required $2,000.00 was paid on bonds maturing in 
1949 from unappropriated funds. The outstanding bonds 
at the year’s end totaled $12,000.00. 


VLESERVES 


The unexpended balance of certain operating accounts, 
carried forward to the ensuing year, amounted to 
$15,446.54. The individual account balances are shown on 
Exhibit D. 


SURPLUS 


As a result of the current year’s operations, the unappro- 
priated surplus was increased by $1,199.26, leaving at Feb- 
ruary 28, 1950, an unappropriated surplus of $2,294.45. A 
complete analysis of the change in this account is presented 
on Exhibit C. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The savings accounts representing the investment of the 
trust fund monies were verified by examination of the bank 
passbooks. The interest earned had not been withdrawn. 


Interest on the ministerial and school fund was appro- 
priated and credited to the common school account. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


Presented on Exhibit B are the sources of revenue and 
expenditures which reflect a net gain of $3,230.06. This 
gain was transferred to the unappropriated surplus. 
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GENERAL 


The 1949 excise tax receipts, numbers 252 to 4388, and 
those for 1950, numbers 1 to 237, were verified by examin- 
ation of the receipts which were retained by the Tax Col- 
lector. 


The overlay of $1,254.89 was within the legal limit of 
5% of the appropriations plus state and county taxes. 


Corporate surety bonds covering the Treasurer and Tax 
Collector were found on file. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, 
the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this point and it is in- 
cluded for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal ofticers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the meeting pro- 
viding for the expenditure of money. The officers 
should not spend more than the taxpayers appropri- 
ated at town meeting, unless the statute expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the appro- 
priation.”’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies 
for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of 
emergencies to the extent of 15° of the appropriation.

Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


Report of the town health officer and town physician 
March 1, 1950 to March 1, 1951. 


It is the duty of the local health officer, trained nurses 
and citizens in general to cooperate to keep our streets and 
yards in as near perfect condition as possible. 


There has been very little amount of sickness in the Town 
of Milford, a few cases of whooping cough and chickenpox 
the prevailing epidemic, one case of venereal disease, a 
juvenile reported by the family doctor, after immediate 
examination of this child I could find no evidence of the 
disease neither could I get any positive history. The family 
doctor’s treatment was excellent. 


We had many complaints of surface sewage including 
open drains and along the main highway, the Countv 
Road. After a thorough investigation of each case we set- 
tled each one satisfactory to all concerned not to resort 
to the State Health Laws.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Milford: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the progress, con- 
ditions, and needs of the schools of Milford. 


Schools opened on September 6, 1950 with the following 
teachers:

FINANCE 


The financial report shows substantial balances in both 
the common schools account and the secondary tuition 
account. In order to qualify for subsidy from the equaliza- 
tion fund, it is necessary for us to have a school tax rate 
above the average of the state. Obviously, it would be un- | 
wise for us to consume our balances rapidly enough to lose 
our equalization which amounted to $2,690.00 last year. 


The common schools account shows a balance which is 
more apparent than real. By request, the teachers are being 
paid on a yearly basis instead of merely during the time 
school is in session. In order to do this, it is necessary to 
withhold some of their salaries to cover the vacation pay- 
ments. To date, $2,216.50 has been withheld from the 
teachers, and that amount is included in the balance shown 
in the financial statement. 


Careful consideration of the requirement for participa- 
tion in equalization and the fact that a part of the present 
balance is due to the teachers was given by the members 
of your committee in drawing up the schedule of recom- 
mended appropriations. 


The municipal officers and representatives of the Milford 
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Community Club were invited to attend our budget meeting, 
and they were very helpful to us in our deliberations. Their 
interest and constructive suggestions are very much ap- 
preciated. 


MAINTENANCE 


Three major projects were carried out during the year. 
The second coat of tar was applied to each of the school 
yards, a new fence was erected on the south side of the 
yard at the Main Street School, and the Mayhew School 
building was painted. The second coat of paint was not 
applied to the north and east sides of the building because 
of the lack of funds. 


Next year, we hope to finish the painting of the May- 
hew School and carry out three other major prejects. The 
shingles on the front of the Mayhew School are in very poor 
condition and must be replaced. The toilets at that school 
have been in bad condition for several years, and we have 
been told by several reliable authorities that they are now 
_ beyond repair. Therefore, practically all of the tanks and 

some of the pipe will have to be replaced. The back steps 
at the same building are still uncovered, and we hope to 
have enough money to put a roof over them this year.

An examination of the enrollment figures reveals a signi- 
ficant fact which clearly indicates the trend. The difference 
between the numbers in the primary classes and the upper 
grades is not due to drop-outs along the way. Very few of 
our pupils leave school before finishing grammar school. 
It is obvious that more and more children are entering our 
schools from year to year. Although statistics show that 
the children who entered our schools last fall were born in 
a year in which the birth rate across the nation and in our 
near-by communities was comparatively low, still many 
children came to the schools. A further study of statistics 
shows that the children who will be entering our schools 
during the next five years were born in the years when we 
had our highest birth rates. It is evident that our schooi 
enrollments will increase, and we must provide facilities 
for educating the steadily increasing numbers of children. 
We all know that our present facilities are inadequate, un- 
healthful, unsafe and unpleasant. Our rooms are small, 
dark and stuffy. At the Main Street School, the toilets are 
old and unsanitary, and the lack of playground facilities 
not only robs our children of an opportunity for growth 
through exercise and recreation but it makes their schoo 
life uninteresting, unpleasant and unsafe. Like it or not, 
we must seriously consider the necessity of a new school 
building. When we contemplate the number of new houses 
that are being built and the rate at which the available 
building lots are being taken, we wonder where a new 
school could be located; and when we consider the possibil- 
ity of a change in the course of the main highway through 
town which would by-pass the village, the problem of select- 
ing a site becomes even more serious. Therefore, I strongly 
recommend that the citizens of the town elect several 
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members of a committee to act with the selectmen and 
school committee members to procure a suitable site for 
a new school building. 


NO-SCHOOL SIGNAL 


Arrangements have been made with the Fire Department 
and the Bangor Hydro-Electric Company to sound a no- 
school signal at 7:20 A. M. on days when there is no school 
in the forenoon, and at 12:20 P. M. when there is no schooi 
in the afternoon. The Milford signal consists of two long 
blasts, an interval, and two more long blasts. The signal 
will be sounded at the same time that the Old Town signal 
is given. 


I extend my sincere thanks and appreciation to the town 
officials, school committee members, teachers, parents, and 
pupils for their fine cooperation and to the citizens of the 
town for their splendid support of the school program. I[t 
is a privilege to work in a community where there is such 
genuine interest in the welfare of the children.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF MILFORD 
March 1, 1950 to February 28, 1951 


An audit has been completed of the books and records of 
the Town of Milford for the year ended February 28, 1951. 
The audit included an examination of the records kept by 
the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
Town Clerk. ° 


During the year notes totaling $9,600.00 were issued, the 
proceeds to be used for a new fire truck and the construction 
of Second Otter Stream Bridge. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, to- 
gether with the related financial statements, fairly present 
the financial position of the Town at February 28, 1951, 
and the result of its operations for the year then ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of the various town offices were reviewed 
and the internal controls, accounting records and other sup- 
porting evidences were tested by methods and to the extent 
deemed appropriate. Cash accounts were verified and re- 
ceipts, disbursements, and supporting data were examined. 
Verifications were made of tax and tax lien accounts and 
accounts receivable. The 1950 tax commitment was verified 
with the Assessors’ records. Surety bonds and insurance 
policies were examined. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $12,945.34 at February 28, 1951 was 
accounted for as follows: 
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Eastern Trust and Banking Company $12,936.34 
Cash on Hand | 9.00 


Total $12,945.34 


From an analysis of receipts and deposits it was deter- 
mined that all monies for which receipts had been issued 
were deposited in the bank. 


It was determined that all disbursements had been made 
by check and were supported by properly authorized war- 
rants. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes receiv- 
able, tax liens and tax acquired property accounts were re- 
viewed. The unpaid balances were checked and found to be 
in agreement with the balances shown on the records of 
the Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable totaled $3.95 at the year end and repre- 
sented tax overpayments. 


Due trust funds totaled $3,150.00 and represents the prin- 
cipal of the ministerial and school fund. Interest of $189.00 
was appropriated and transferred to the common school 
account. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the records of appropriations, 
revenues and expenditures of the departmental accounts, it 
was determined that the unexpended balances. carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year totaled $13,979.68. This balance 
consisted of the following: ,

The general fund unappropriated surplus was decreased 
by $1,573.16 during the year and totaled $721.29 at the year 
end.

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
disclosed that for the 1950 year available funds exceeded 
expenditures by $3,292.84 as compared with $3,230.06 for 
the previous year or an increase of $62.78. This increase 
was accounted for as follows:

Revenues increased $5,574.54 over the previous year with 
major differences being noted in the tax commitment, ex- 
cise tax and State of Maine accounts. Expenditures increased 
$22,562.42 over the previous year with major differences 
being noted in the protection, health and sanitation, high- 
ways and bridges, charities and education accounts. An 
analysis revealed that the factors contributing to these 
differences were accounted for. 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts. 
The major overdraft occurred in the snow removal account. 
The total appropriation for the year for this activity was 
$800.00 and with other credits the total amount of funds 
available for expenditures was $1,185.00. Expenditures for 
the year amounted to $2,045.87 thereby creating an over- 
draft of $860.87. Overdrafts and unexpended balances are 
summarized as follows: |

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation accounts, 
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the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The follow- 
ing opinion was rendered by the Department of Attorney 
General on this point. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the terms of 
the articles in the warrant calling the town meet- 
ing providing for the expenditure of money. The 
officers should not spend more than the taxpayers 
appropriated at town meeting, unless the statute 
expressly authorizes an expenditure in excess of 
the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of monies 
for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in cases of 
emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund consists of notes payable $11,288.42 and 
bonds payable $10,000.00. 


At the annual town meeting, it was voted to pay the 
bonds of $2,000.00, which matured during 1950, from sur- 
plus rather than from the sinking fund which was previous- 
ly established to retire the balance of the bond issue. Bonds 
outstanding totaled $10,000.00 at the year end and mature 
at the rate of $2,000.00 per year from 1951 through 1955. 


The amount necessary to retire notes from future re- 
venue is $11,288.42 and will be amortized as follows:

Sinking fund investments of $20,000.00 were verified. 
Income earned on these investments totaling $500.00 was 
credited to the interest account. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The time deposits representing the cemetery perpetual 
care funds were verified by examination of the bank pass- 
books. Interest earned on these funds was not expended 
during the year. 


The ministerial and school fund of $38,150.00 is due from 
the general fund. Interest on this fund was appropriated 
at the annual town meeting. 


GENERAL 


The excise tax collections for the year were examined in 
detail and verified from the copies of the receipts retained 
by the Tax Collector. The collections deposited with the 
Treasurer totaled $4,592.77.

Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks were examined 
in detail for the months of March and November 1950, and 
as far as could be determined all so examined appeared to 
be proper charges and correctly recorded. From this exam- 
ination it was noted that all charges are not substantiated 
by original invoices. .

RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations appear worthy of con- 
sideration by the municipal officials: 


Original vendors invoices should be retained and 
filed by the Selectmen to substantiate all expendi- 
tures other than payrolls. 


The State system of accounting for town owned 
property and equipment should be adopted so that 
a record will be available to show values and other 
pertinent data for town capital investments. 


A trial balance should be taken of the accounts 
in the ledger at the end of each month.

These figures show an increase of 10 over the enrollment 
last year, and it is significant to note that the big increase 
is in the number of sub-primary children. Statistics show 
that there will be a steady increase in the number of chil- 


dren entering school for the first time for the next five 
years. After that, we do not know what the exact figures 
will be, but it is estimated that there will be an even greater 
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increase in the number of school children. 
MAINTENANCE 


Two major projects were carried out this year. A roof was 
put over the back steps at the Mayhew School, and the toilets 
and plumbing at that school had to be repaired or replaced. 
The back and east side of that building still are without 
the second coat of paint. We had planned to do that paint- 
ing, but the plumbing job was not completed until school 
opened. Therefore, the painting was not started for fear 
that there would not be sufficient funds. As it turned out, 
we had enough money for the painting, and that project 
will be completed this spring. 


Next year, the plumbing in the boys’ toilet at the Main 
Street School must be repaired. Feeling that the building 
might not be in use for many years longer, we have been 
making minor repairs from time to time. Now, however, 
conditions demand a more thorough job. That and the re- 
placement of the shingles on the front of the Mayhew build- 
ing are the two major projects for the coming year. 


FINANCE 


The new law for the allocation of state funds to cities 
and towns as aid for education has given Milford a decided 
increase in educational aid. Since there has been so much 
interest in the workings of the law providing general pur- 
pose educational aid, the explanation is included in this 
report; and it is hoped that the explanation will give all the 
citizens a general understanding of the new law. 


GENERAL PURPOSE EDUCATIONAL AID 


Chapter 386 of the Public Laws of 1951 introduces a new 
method of distributing state aid for education to munici- 
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palities. The following old types of subsidy laws have been 
repealed: 


Chapter 37, Sec. 99 1. High school tuition 

Chapter 37, Sec. 202 2. School enrollment 

Chapter 37, Sec. 201 3. Conveyance (closed schools) 
Chapter 37, Sec. 201 4. Teaching positions 

Chapter 37, Sec. 204 5. Equalization 


Local school tax rates and the average rate of the several 
towns in the state (previously used for Equalization) have 
no further bearing on the amount of state educational aid 
a town may be allotted. State subsidies are now based on 
the need of the town as determined by the per pupil valua- 
tion of the town. 


THEH NEW PROCEDURE 
I. Determination of Class 


A. Find the total number of resident pupils attending 
school either in or out of town at public expense. 


B. Divide the state valuation of the town by this number 
of resident pupils to get the per pupil valuation.

*The items marked, under the new subsidy law, are al- 
lowed as operational expenditures and the state will pay 
a percent of these costs the same as maintenance expense. 
This should make a material difference in the amount of 
state aid to the towns, with the possible exception of some 
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towns that shared heavily in equalization under the old 
laws, or some of our richest towns. Heretofore, these items 
were not allowed as operational costs. 


The subsidies to be paid on December 1952 have been 
figured on the expenditures for 1949-50, but in the future 
payments will be based on the average expenses for two 
years, in order to spread the legislative appropriations 
evenly over the two years betwen legislative sessions. Since 
our expenditures for education, as for everything else, are 
increasing, our state aid is bound to increase from year to 
year. 


Milford is a class three town and, therefore receives from 
the state 45% of the cost of maintaining the schools. State 
aid under the old plan amounted to only 27%. Obviously, 
there will be a substantial increase in the money received 
from the state because of this increase in percentage. An- 
other factor which contributes to the increase in the amount 
of state aid to the town is the inclusion of the new items of 
expense allowed for subsidy as indicated on the foregoing 
list of operational expenditures. These amount to over $1,- 
200.00, and they represent items that were formerly paid 
for entirely from town money. Now, under the new law, 
they are educational expenditures, and the state pays 45% 
of them. Just how much the new law benefits Milford is 
evident from the fact that the amount of state aid for educa- 
tion for next year will be $13,493.00 as compared with $10,- 
309.61 for this year. That represents an increase of over 
$3,000.00 for next year, and the increase will be about $4,- 
000.00 in subsequent years. 


Another important fact to consider is that the amount of 
state aid now is in no way dependent on the tax rate. There- 
fore, the incentive to over-appropriate in order to qualify 
for equalization is entirely removed. From now on, we raise 
just what we need. 
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Of course, the additional state money is coming from the 
sales tax. In this connection, it is interesting to note that, 
with the introduction of the sales tax, the state stepped out 
from the property tax field. That means that the amount of 
the town’s state tax is refunded to the town. This year, that 
amounted to over $6,000.00. That added to the increase in 
educational aid will mean a benefit to the town of $10,000.00 


per year. 


The way in which the increase in the amount of state 
subsidies for education is reflected in the town appropria- 
tion and taxes is quite evident from an examination of the 
appropriations for the support of schools for the coming 
year as recommended by your committee. This year, your 
committee is asking for only $21,720.00 as compared with 
$27,784 for last year. That is a decrease of $6,064.00. When 
we consider the report and recommendations of the special 
School building site committee which was named last year, 
that $6,064.00 is a good figure to remember. Obviously, if 
we buy land for a school building site and pay even as high 
as $5,000.00 cash for it, our school appropriations will still 
be $1,064.00 under what they were last year. Continuing the 
thinking from there, if we start now on a school building 
program, it can be financed entirely from the additional 
$10,000.00 per year which comes from the state. With that 
fact in mind, I most earnestly recommend and sincerely 
hope that the citizens of the town will have the wisdom 
and foresight to start a building program for a new school 
under the Maine Schooi Building Authority, and do it be- 
fore the next session of the legislature. 


In behalf of the teachers and school officials, I extend my

the splendid support which they have given to the school 
program.

Superintendent of Schools 
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Report of Special School 
Building Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


The special committee, which was named at the regular 
town meeting last year for the purpose of selecting suitable 
sites for a new school building and getting prices on the 
available sites, held four regular meetings during the year, 
made a study of the problems in connection with the general 
assignment, and set up sub-committees for special investi- 
gations. 


Following is the committee report: 


The first meeting was held on August 15th. The meeting 
was called to order by the secretary, Clarence Gould, and 
Ray Spruce was elected Chairman. Gordon Tait presented 
an aerial photograph of the town as a basis for study. After 
a careful consideration of the facts presented by the photo- 
graph, three sites were selected as possible: the piece of 
land on the east side of the main road just above the Call 
Road, the part of the Jordan property between the Call 
Road and the County Road as far back as the brook on the 
Call Road, a part of the Jordan property adjacent to the 
cemetery on the Bradley Road. The first of these was found 
to be inadequate, but the other two were considered desir- 
able. A sub-committee, consisting of Ray Spruce and Gordon 
Tait, was instructed to contact the Jordans with a proposal 
of purchase and obtain prices on the two lots as a whole 
and by the acre. After a general discussion of the report 
from the secretary of a school building need in the town 
of Milford, which was made by Mr. Hall of Augusta in June 
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but which had not been officially reported by the State De- 


partment of Education, the meeting was adjourned. 


The second meeting was held on September 17, with Wil- 
liam Bailey, Deputy Commissioner of Education from Au- 
gusta, present. Mr. Bailey confirmed the findings of Mr. 
Hall, the official who made the school building survey in 
June and listed Milford as badly in need of a new school 
building. He explained in detail the considerations neces- 
sary in selecting a suitable school building site and also the 
workings of the Maine School Building Authority as created 
at the last legislative session. After answering the many 
questions which were asked, he went over the lots which 
had been suggested by the committee and pronounced either 
of the two Jordan lots as satisfactory. | 


At the third meeting, the report of the sub-committee 
was discussed at length. It was reported that the lot ad- 
jacent to the cemetery was not for sale and the price on 
the whole lot between the Call Road and the County Road 
was $5,000.00, but the owners would prefer that amount to 
be paid over a period of years instead of at one time. After 
a long discussion, the price was pronounced too high; and 
it was voted to instruct the sub-committee to approach the 
Jordans with a request for a lower figure on the entire lot 
or for a price on a part of the land. 


At the final meeting of the committee, the sub-committee 
reported that the Jordans were definitely interested in the 
sale of a part of the land but no price can be set until M. L. 


Jordan returns from Florida. 
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It is the recommendation of the committee that it be con- 
tinued to complete the work which has been started.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Milford, Maine for the year ending February 29, 1952; we 
have directly examined records of the town clerk affecting 
accounting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedure aS we considered necessary in the circumstances. 
We hereby present our report, based upon the scope of our 
examination, together with attendant comments and re- 
commendations believed to be the minimum under the cir- 
cumstances to meet the requirements of Chapter 80, Section 
119, of the 1944 Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended. 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled 
with certificate furnished by the Eastern Trust and Bank- 
ing Company. Cash on hand totaled only $9.60 at year end 
closing and was readily identified with subsequent deposit. 
The treasurer’s records were supported by actual bank 
clearances. 


The assessment of 1951 taxes has been proved and com- 
pared with the list committed to the collector. Verification 
of outstanding balances, by correspondence, with a repre- 
sentative number of taxpayers should be considered only 
as a routine procedure because the records of the collector 
and the high percentage of collections indicates excellent 
performance. All recorded balances of prior years were col- 
lected or abated. Copies of excise tax receipts pre-numbered 
259 to 529 inclusive for 1951 and pre-numbered 1 to 280 in- 
clusive for 1952 have been added and the total found to be 
in agreement with receipts issued by the treasurer. From 
the revenue, $3,300.00 has been allocated to highway ac- 
counts according to the voters’ directive; the unappropri- 
ated balance has been credited to your surplus of resources. 


New tax mortgage liens securing unpaid real estate as- 
sessments for 1951 were examined; costs and interest prop- 
erly charageable to the taxpayers have been added to, and 
form a part of, the 1951 balances. The listing of outstanding 
balances had not previously included the recoverable cash 
payments by the town, but in view of the automatic fore- 
closures and the present policy of enforcement and consid- 
ering further the extent of collections and sales made sub- 
sequent to year end closing, it was not deemed advisable to 
adjust prior years’ balances to their face value. A compari- 
son of prior years’ listing with the Penobscot County Reg- 
istry of Deeds revealed two instances in which these tax 
mortgages were discharged; further adjustment in listing 
was made to conform with the year actually outstanding. 
For a technical reason a single 1951 item, although on re- 
cord as a lien, is reported herein as an outstanding tax 
which does not mean, however, any decrease in the original 
obligation of the taxpayer. 


There were no recorded changes in the property listed 
as tax acquired; we have not traced the title of the original 
mortgagors when assessed, 
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Accounts receivable were determined by examination of 
departmental and other accounts and with a single excep- 
tion pertain to current years’ operations. 


The sinking fund investments have been determined by 
direct examination and were found to consist of U. S. Sav- 
ings Bonds, Series G, and not U. 8S. Treasury Bonds. The 
instructions by the voters to sell bonds originally costing 
$2,000.00 automatically caused a loss of $60.00 this year 
because it is a condition of investment that redemption of 
Series G Bonds prior to maturity is subject to a fixed 
schedule of surrender value. 


The bank statements in the bond and coupon account 
have been examined; the balance of $1.00 originates from 
prior years’ transactions. The very prompt presentation of 
bond coupons would appear to indicate that the obligation 
of prior years has been met in full. The cash disbursements 
from town funds to this account in the current year represent 
three interest periods in contrast to one period transmitted 
in the current year; this obligation of the prior year was 
paid from current year’s appropriation and revenue. 


Hxamination of the bonds cancelled during the year sub- 
stantiated the balance now outstanding; the unpaid serial 
notes have been confirmed by certificate furnished by the 
payee bank. 


An invoice for the cost of legal services pertaining to 
collection of tax liens, or the sale of the property to the 
former owners of record, had not been received at year 
end closing. The substantial liquidation of liens during the 
year is worthy of favorable comment. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund resources, in the form of time deposits, have 
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been verified by bank certificate. Trust fund balances, con- 
sisting of expendable income and principal, have been re- 
conciled with the current year’s transactions. It would be 
logical to assume that a part of the expendable income is 
justly due to the general town funds for care provided, but 
supporting records were not available. We have not traced 
the records to verify the correctness of the Ministerial and 
School Fund principal upon which annual interest is being 
paid. 


OPERATING COMMENTS 


We have not made a detailed audit of all departmental 
transactions; we did, however, analyze the important ac- 
counts. We have test checked invoices and payrolls with 
warrants issued for expenditures. Transactions involving 
State funds have been examined. 


The continuing balances include items for the dry hydrant 
at Costigan and for Memorial Day which normally should 
lapse, and are continued in our report only in anticipation 
of voted disposition at annual meeting; the balance for 
civilian defense is in the same category except that possible 
activation of a State-wide program may cause actual future 
expenditure. 


The continuing balance for highway equipment, which 
in effect is a depreciation reserve, is sincerely endorsed and 
is a procedure gaining favor in other municipalities al- 
though not yet generally adopted. 


The continuing balances for education were recognized 
to differ from the records of the Superintendent of Schools, 
but a reconciliation would require a detailed tracing over 
an indefinite period of years to determine every reason. 
One basic cause is believed to be in charges that were proper 
but nevertheless paid from other than school funds, the

supporting invoices not being submitted to the Superintend- 
ent and School Committee. It is generally accepted as a 
practice at annual town meeting to carefully consider the 
various items that form a school budget, but when voting 
the amount to be raised, to consolidate all items with which 
State funds can be merged. At the present time the school 
balances are relatively large and the total differences are 
relatively small by comparison, therefore, the entire matter 
does not involve discussion of an increased tax rate for the 
coming year. It is our suggestion that the town vote to 
accept the balances in the school maintenance account in 
accordance with what is submitted to the State and to con- 
solidate them into one category. If the voters generally 
understood the detail and extent of accounting already re- 
quired by the State Department of Education they would 
not needlessly superimpose an additional burden upon the 
Superintendent by dividing the amounts appropriated. The 
items of school repair and insurance can be maintained 
jointly but must not be intermingled with the State subsi- 
dies; there is no actual requirement that these balances be 
carried forward from year to year although it is a generally 
accepted custom. 


A review of your accounting system indicates the need 
for following standard procedures that achieve the same 
purpose with less time requirements. Certain methods have 
made accuracy difficult to attain and it is indicated that 
accounts involving withholding taxes have not been main- 
tained with complete accuracy, however, such adjustments 
that could be made would be within the same general de- 
partment and would not be worth the detailed tracing 
involved. 


The transactions, lapsed balances and adjustments for the 
year, aS Shown in further detail on Exhibits D and BH, reflect 
net gains totaling $4,818.01. The amount of cash on hand 
can be easily deceptive because of the substantial authorized 
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reserves or continuing balances. At the beginning of the 
year these reserves exceeded the cash on hand to the extent 
of $1,084.84. The voted appropriation from cash on hand to 
retire $2,000.00 of the bonded indebtedness further increased 
this difference, however, the favorable outcome for the year 
has overcome this: deficiency, leaving a relatively small 
but nevertheless true unencumbered cash on hand. 


It is recommended: 


1. That the municipal officers meet at the most prac- 
tical regular intervals at which time the treasurer 
Should also be present and the warrants for expendi- 
ture drawn, proved and signed at’that time. 


2. That receipts and warrants be recognized as the 
important original entry upon which municipal ac- 
counting is largely based. 


3. That recognition be given to the ever increasing 
volume of transactions in municipal affairs and the 
extent of training and study necessary before full 
effectiveness in office is possible. The volume of 
business now merits delegation of active duty, as it 
is beyond expectancy for one person, unless it be a 
professional manager, to actively administer three 
separate boards without assistance.

MAINTENANCE 


With the uncertainty regarding the future use of the 
present buildings, repairs have been held to a minimum con- 
Sistent with economy. It is understood that at least two 
persons are interested in the purchase or lease of one or 
both of the old buildings as soon as the new building is 
ready for occupancy. A complete report on the construc- 
tion of the new building will be prepared in booklet form 
and distributed as scon as the project is finished. 


FINANCE 


The problem of financing the operation of our schools is 
becoming progressively more difficult from year to year. 
Although the town receives more money from the state in 
the form of educational subsidies, pending legislation, which 
is sure to pass in one form or another, will increase the 
salaries which we must pay our teachers, and the per pupil 
cost of maintaining secondary schools throughout the state, 
the factor which determines payments for high school tui- 
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tion, has more than doubled in the last three years. The 
legal limit for tuition charges this year is $283.10 per pupil, 
and next year it will be considerably higher. 

I extend my sincere thanks to the town officials, teachers 
and the citizens of the town for the fine support which they 
have given the school program.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Milford, Maine for the year ending February 28, 1953; we 
have directly examined records of the town clerk affecting 
accounting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and not only included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as we considered advisable, but to comply with 
a specific request, we have traced in detail the transactions 
in school balances beginning with the fiscal year ended in 
1949, the balances subsequent thereto becoming different 
from the reports of the Superintendent of Schools. 


A reconciliation of school balances is available to the ad- 
ministrative officials which reflects that differences are 
due to accounting errors and procedures and the absence 
somewhere of the teamwork needed to gain coordination 
of balances at each year end closing regardless of the 
cause. Our reported operations of the school department 
during the year ending in 1953 does not follow a radical 
departure from generally accepted principles and does not 
assume that a change in the authority of the voters has 
lapsed or that there is any advantage in increased expendi- 
tures if not needed,

This report is submitted within a relatively short period 
of time following our examination and must, therefore, be 
considered subject to the results of routine verification. 


This report is further subject to the results of the net 
pay system of accounting which only one official insists 
upon but which, with no eventual advantage to be gained, 
is a source of needless accounting procedures and expense, 
and creates a hazard of error with also an inevitable dis- 
agreement with the school accounts; in this department 
our report does include, by journal entry, amounts charge- 
able to the school department but deferred from. treasurer’s 
warrant. Our examination did not include the records of 
new school construction.

With five teachers to secure to fill the vacancies which 
existed at the close of school last June, we were exception- 
ally fortunate in being able to fill all vacancies with fully 
certified teachers. Mr. Kuhn came to us from Kennebunk- 
port, with a background of years of successful teaching. 
Although his task here has been a difficult one, he has 
made remarkable progress in the organization and control 
of the school. Mrs. Davis returned, after leaving the teach- 
ing field for a time, and she is doing the same good teach- 
ing that she did during former years. Mrs. Smart, whom 
many of you remember as a very successful teacher in Mil- 
ford for some time, has returned and is making a definite 
contribution to our educational system. Mrs. Brown trans- 
ferred from Greenbush and Mrs. Parady, from the St. Mary's 
school in Old Town. Mrs. Brown had the six-year old be- 
ginners and Mrs, Parady, the five-year. old group, and the 
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children in those two groups have been given a fine founda- 
tion for the more formal education which is to follow. 


Last June, two teachers were engaged for the sub-prim- 
ary, one with a training in music and the other with special 
training in physical education. Through the services of 
those two teachers, we had hoped to give the pupils the 
much needed training in those important phases of their 
education. During the summer, however, both teachers ac- 
cepted better paying positions elsewhere. Consequently, 
our plans had to be changed. Mrs. Emmett assumed the 
duties of training in music, and has done remarkably well 
in a short time. In the other department, through special 
training of all the teachers, we hope to set up a system of 
organized play and recreation which is so important to the 
proper educational development of the children. 


An examination of the financial statement shows a bal- 
ance at the beginning of the year of $9,162.67 instead of 
$7,791.68, the closing balance of last year. Although there 
were some instances in which payments were not made from 
the accounts indicated cn the school pay rolls, the chief 
reason for the difference, as reported by the auditor, is the 
method of handling the withholding payments. The school 
pay rolls carry the total payments for teachers and other 
employees of the school department, as they should, and 
the total amount of each pay roll is deducted from the school 
account. Since the withholding payments are made only 
once each quarter, the amount credited to the school ac- 
count at the time the payroll was issued was what was paid 


to the payees minus the withholdings. When the payment 
for withholding was made to the government at the end of 
the quarter, although it was recorded as a payment of with- 
holding, it was not deducted from the school account. In 
view of the fact that the total of all the balances and ex- 
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penditures for both school and town accounts checked with 
the total receipts and because separation of the items would 
involve added expense for auditing, the town officials ac- 
cepted the payments thus made as credits to the town ac- 
counts, and the resources of the school accounts have been 
adjusted by the amount of those payments. 


Further examination of the financial statement shows an 
expenditure of $406.25 for a vacuum cleaner. The purchase 
of this item was forced on your committee because of the 
excessive amount of dust which came from the cement 
floors. The effect of the dust on many of the children and 
some of the teachers produced a serious problem, and the 
only solution seemed to be the purchase of a vacuum clean- 
er. Since there was no specific appropriation for the pur- 
chase of that piece of equipment, the auditor has directed 
us to show the expenditure as an overdraft. In the recom- 
mended appropriations, we are asking the voters to make 
an appropriation for equipment that will be sufficient to 
cover the overdraft. 


Although many problems have presented themselves be- 
cause the building and grounds are not completed, the fa- 
cilities for the education of our children have been greatly 
improved by having the new building. Every parent and 
citizen of Milford should be proud of the efforts which they 
have made in the interest of the boys and girls of this com- 
munity. 


The most immediate needs for the coming year, in my 
opinion, are a coat of paint on the outside of the building, 
more work on the grounds and the tile on the floor. I sin- 
cerely hope that it will be possible to do those things during 
the summer vacation, 
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We owe much to the many persons who have given so 
freely of their time, energy and material things in order to 
bring the building to the degree of completion which it has 
now reached. I extend to them my sincerest thanks. There 
have been so many, and their contributions have been so 
varied that I can not thank them individually. This fact, 
however, in no way lessens my feeling of gratitude. Clar- 
ence Abbott must have special mention. He and the mem- 
bers of his family have given hours and hours of their time. 
He has organized — he has worked — he has sacrificed in 
order to give the boys and girls of Milford the educational 
opportunities to which they are entitled. Without reserva- 
tion, I state my firm belief that, had he been at the head 
of your committee from the beginning, the building would 
be in a more advanced stage of completion than it is now 
— and without the necessity of the staggering appropria- 
tion which was made at your last town meeting.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Milford have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended February 27, 1954. 


The examination was made by Auditor R. M. Parsons in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis included all 
procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar as 
could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exception as may be noted 
in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated. Recommendations are also offered 
which are believed to be worthy of your consideration. —

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF MILFORD 
March 1, 1953 to February 27, 1954 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Milford 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 27, 
1954. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the various town officers. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $4,935.72 which is summarized as 
follows: 


Unexpended Balances $6,134.44 
Overdrafts 1,198.72 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,935.72 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D), and the Department of Attorney General has 
advised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except 
in certain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway 
appropriation, (Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1944). 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


The cash balance totaling $14,740.24 was confirmed. 
Transactions affecting the tax accounts were examined and 
verified to the extent deemed necessary. 
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Accounts payable of $584.80 represented amounts due 
other governmental agencies for payroll deductions. The 
Ministerial and School Fund was expended by the town in 
prior years and is shown as due trust funds inasmuch as 
the fund is included under trust fund principals. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of departmental accounts revealed that 
the net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year amounted to $8,392.63 which for the most part repre- 
sented educational account balances, (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $7,085.88, an in- 
crease of $4,833.54 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures, 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the note and bond indebtedness of 
- $10,092.00 which is to be retired from revenues of future 
years. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of transactions affecting funds held in 
trust by the town revealed that principals of $8,800.00 and 
unexpended income of $123.33 were represented by time 
deposits of $773.33 in the Eastern Trust and Banking Com: 
pany and an amount of $3,150.00 due from the general fund, 


GENERAL 


A review of the town clerk’s records revealed that anti- 
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cipated excise tax revenue was appropriated for various 
highway purposes and also the transfer of the overlay to 
the contingent account was authorized by town vote. 


Vouchers and payrolls on file with the selectmen and 
superintendent of schools were examined. 


The examination of invoices substantiating school de- 
partment expenditures revealed that the purchase of a 
vacuum cleaner at a cost of $406.25 had been charged to 
the school maintenance account. As this item is considered 
to be equipment, the charge was transferred to an equip- 
ment account which has been carried forward to the en- 
suing year for such action as the townspeople may vote 
_ to make. 


The result of the audit indicates the following sugges- 
tions appear worthy of consideration: 


Vendors’ original invoices, substantiating all ex- 
penditures, should be filed with the selectmen. 
Transfers between accounts should be recorded by 
journal entries rather than to clear through the 
treasurer’s cash account. 


The Town of Milford voted to enter into a rental con- 
tract with the Maine School Building Authority for the 
construction of a new school. Bonds of the Maine School 
Building Authority of $77,000.00 which were issued for this 
purpose, are to be retired from rental received from the town 
in the amount of $3,850.00 annually, plus interest. The 
agreement also requires payment by the town for insur- 
ance coverage and a proportionate part of the administra- 
tive expense. 


Of the $77,000.00 bond issue and accrued interest of 
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$301.88, available from the Maine School Building Author- 
ity, $72,810.00 was received by the Milford School Building 
Committee for construction expense. The difference of $4,- 
491.838 represents an amount held in escrow by the Author- 
ity for the payment of interest, insurance, etc. during the 
period of construction and until such time as the town 
payment is made on the lease agreement. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The sys- 
tem of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of 
tax and tax lien accounts. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied by examination of the copies of the receipts retained 
by the collector. Transactions affecting trust funds were 
reviewed. Insurance and bond coverages were examined 
and listed. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit proced- 
ures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to de- 
velop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 27, 1954, and the result of its op- 
erations for the year then ended.
